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To the READER. 


HE famous Sabellicus, Bembo , and others, give 
this account of the Original of the Venetian Com- 
monwealth, Tn the Year of Chriſt, 421. the Inha- 
bitants of Aqulteia and Padua, through dread of the 
Hunns, and finding their own Cities deſttoy'd, betook themſelves 
to Flight, and made themſelves Maſters of the Iſlands of the Adri- D 
atic Sea z and retiring firſt to the upper Shoar, -now call'd the | 
Rialto; there laid the Foundations of Venice. | The City it ſelf 
is ſeated in the inmoſt receſs of the Adriatick Bay, containing 
almoſt Sixty Iſlands, at a very ſmall' diſtance one from another, 
divided by narrow Edaies running between, with a ſmall Mount 
( provided by Provident Nature ) defends from the Violence of the 
Sea. | It is ftor'd with convenient Rivers, which import all things 
as well for Delight, as for the Neceſſities of Mankind. 

The whole City conſis of three Ranks -of People, the Patrici- 
ans, or Gentlemen, the Citizens, and Mechanics. The Supream 
Power of Government, s in the hands of the Patricians. It ts 
divided into ſix Quarters, containing Seventy two Companies of 
Common People : One and forty Religious Houſes, Seventeen for 
Monks, and Twenty four for Nuns. Upon the Front that looks 
toward the Shoar, ſtand two very va$t Pillars, the one bearing 
the Winged Lion of St. Mark, and the other the Statue of 
St. Theodorus ; and in the Space between, all Malefattors are 
Executed. The Cathedral of St. Mark, *#5 a mo$t Sumptuous 
and Magnificent Strufture, all of Marble. The Streets are di- 
vided with ſmall Channels, or Caneales, joyned together with ſeve- 
ral- Bridges, \part of Wood, and part of Stone, to the Number 
of 440. The Arſenal, is a place every way ſurrounded wth 
Strong Walls, wherein Four hundred Workmen are continually em- 
ploy'd in preparing Materials for the Builaing of Galleys, and the 
Reparation of the Bridges, who are every Week paid their Wages 
to the value of 2000. Crowns. In a word, Venice 1s the Queer 
of all the Cities in the World,and which is more, never Subdu d to 
Foraign Subjeftion. . This ts She, that has for ſo many Centuries 
of Tears been the: Bulwark of ' Chriſtendom, againſt the Power 
of the Turks ; being Marry'd to the Sea every Tear, by the Cere- 
mony of throwing a Gold Ring into the Neighbouring Ocean upon =

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Aſcenſion-Day.. In a word, ſuch #5 the ſtrength of her Situa- 
tion, ſuch the Conſtitution of her Government, ſuch the ftrift 
Obſervance of her Conſtitutions, and ſo exatt the Fidelity of her 
Subjefts under an eaſie and gentle Rule, that ſhe may well be conn- 
ted the moſt Renowned City in the Univerſe. SS 

If we conſider the Diminution of her Territorys by the loſs of + 
Candy, we ſhall find that Loſs in ſome meaſure Repair'd by the 
Recovery of the Morea, to the Extermination ( 4s it may well 
be hoped ) of the Turks, from the moſt flonriſhilg and faireſt 
Portion-of all Greece. . "Rv 

. The Morea , formerly known by the name of the Peloponneſus, 
5 a Peninſula, from North to South, an Hundred and fifty Miles 
in breadth, that #, from | Corinth'to Cape Macapan , and a 
Hundred ſeventy frve from Eaſt ro Weſt, and in Circuit Six bun- 
dred Miles, or. thereabout. Formerly it was divided into Achaia, 
Arcady, the Argives, the Territories of Corinth, Elis, Laco- 
nia, Meſſenia, and-Sicyonia. Now it # divided into the Duke- 
dom of Clarentia, containing Achaia properly ./o called, Belve- 
dera, containing the Territories of the Meſſenians, and thoſe of 
Elis. - Saccania, containing the Country of Argos; and Trzaco- 
nia, containing Laconia and Arcady. 

. The chief Cities -of 3# wereArgos , Argo ; Corinth, ow

' .. This Peninſule i divided from the reſt of Greece by a narrow 


Neck of Land, not above Forty Furlongs, or . frve Miles wide : 
Which King Demetrius, Nero, Julius Czfar, Caligula, Nero, 
and \ſome other Princes, .endeavoured to have Cut threugh, and 
fo to. have let in the Sea round about it ; but their Labour prov?d 
in vain, by reaſon of the.

Patxafo, «ncjently Patr#, from Patreus, who PeopPd it, and

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Surrounded it with Walls. By the Romans it was calPd Auguſta 
Aroe Patrenſis,. and by reaſon of its commoaions Situation for 
Commerce, by them much frequented and fill d with Inhabitants ; 
it is ſeated about Seven hundred Paces from the Gulph of Patraſſo. 
In this City Diana was formerly Worſhipp*d, under the Name of 
Diana Triclariena, to whom the People made an Annual Sacrji- 
fice of a Young Man and a Virgin, the moſt Beautiful they could 
find to Expiate the Crime of two Perſons, that were Sacrifid for 
Marrying in that Temple qwithout the conſent of their Parents. 
Here St. Andrew the Apoſtle ſuffer d Martyrdom, as alſo Hero- 
_ who was one of the Seventy Diſciples and Biſhop of this 
own. 

It ts PeopPd ox} nga for the moſt part with Jews, who make 
it a place of Traae, not only with the Neighbouring Iſlands, but 
with the French and Engliſh. However the Air is none of the 
Wholeſameſt, by reaſon of the High Mountains which' overlook it, 
always cover'd with Snow, and for that the Ground about jt is all 
Marſhie. Tn the time of the Deſpotes; it was a Dutchie, but 
thoſe: Princes not finding themſelves ſtrong enough to keep it, Sold 
it inthe Year, 1408. to the Venetians, from whom it was taken 
by the Turks, in the Year 1463. In the Tea 533. it was Be- 
ieg 'd and Taken by D'Oria, but the very next Tear the Turks 
Retook it again, and held it till this laſt ſuccesful Conqueſt of the 
Venetlans. | x | 

Lepanto, formerly call'd NaupaQtus, #5 ſeated near the Gulph 
of Lepanto, /o Famous for the Battle of Lepanto, wherein-the 
Turks were Overthrown by the Chriſtians, with a great Slaugh- 
ter of Men, and loſs of Ships: It ts an Archiepiſcopal City, built 
about a Mountain riſing in the form of a Sugar-Loaf, whereon the 
Fortreſs ft ands, encompaſſed with four large Walls, ſeparated by 
Valleys, whereon the Houſes of the Inhabitants Stand; the Port us 
but ſmall, and might eaſily be ſecur*d with a Chain. In the times 
of Heatheniſmt, it had four Temples dedicated. to Venus, Nep- 
tune, Eſculapius,, avd Diana. Under the Juriſdiftion of the 
Turks, 5t contain'd ſeven Moſques, two Churehes for the Greeks, 
and three Synagogues for the Jews. Inthe Tear 1408. Emanuel, 
Emperor of Contantinople, put it into the hands of the Veneti- 
ans, #0t able to defend it himſelf. But in the' Year 1477. it was 
Reſicg'd bythe Turks, with an Army of 30000. Men, who after 
they Lad Batter'd it for four Months together, were forCd to raiſe 


their Siege, and leave it under the Venetian Government, "” the 
W- tear 
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Year 1498. Bajazet with an Army of 150000 men, forc'd it 
to a Surrender. However the Arms of St. Mark remair'd, till 
it was now laft Regain'd by General Moroſini, | 
_ Corinth, ſocalbd from Corinthus, the Sor of Pelop's, was 
accounted the moſt Noble and Wealthy City of all Greece; and by 
the means of its Situation," it arriv'd to that degree of Splendor 
and Pride, as to abuſe the Embaſſadors that were ſent by the Ro- 
mans ; which the Senate took, ſo hainouſly, that they Fc Mem- 
mius, with Orders when he had taken the City, to Level it with 
the Ground, and to put all the Inhabitahts to Sale. Memmins ac- 
cording - to. his 1nſtruttions, ſet it on Fire; and the. mixture of 
mettals in that diſmal Conflagration, produc*d that ſort of Braſs, 
call'd Corinthian Braſs, much more efteewd then Splwer or Gold. 
Avguſtus afterwards Rebuilt and PeopÞd it ; but it retains nothing 
of its Priſtin glory, being nothing but a heap of Ruines, ſerving 
to harbour a {mall number of People. Amurath the II. and Maho- 
met his Sor, made it the Seat of their Barbarous Cruelties, and 
Jo Ruin'd it, that there are very few Houſes to be ſeen, and thoſe 
built out of the Ruines of the former Struftures, The Fortreſs 
that both Commanded and Securdit, was cald Acro-Corinth, 
ſeated upon a high and almoſt inacceſſible Rock,, furniſh'd with Wells 
of excellent Spring-Water ; and among the reſt, the Fountain 
Pirene, which was Conſecrated to the Muſes', the Water being 
very clear, and moſt pleaſant to the taſte. LO 
Miſitra, was the Ancient Sparta, or Lacedemon, ſo famozrts 
in Ancient Story, and when in-its Splendor, two Leagues in Com- 
paſs. Thu City 15 divided into four Parts, all d;ſtinfy ſeparated 
one from the other. This was the Habitation of Menelaus, the 
Husband of Helena, who being Raviſh'd away by Paris, occaſion'd - 
the Siege and Deſtruftion of Troy. Here the Laws of Lycurgus 
took place, Conſtitutions contriv'd with that Wiſdom and Policy, 
that their Obſervance preſerv'd the Splendor of this City, for the 
ſpace of 880 Years. It was taken by Mahomet rhe 1I. in the 
Tear 1460. and 3200. after 3ts fir3t Foundation. i- 
Caſte-Nuove # the Capital City of the Province of St. Sobba, 
ten days march in Length, and four in Breadth, bounded by Boſli- 
na and Dalmatia. Tt was built by Tuardus King of Boſſina,end 
z ſeated wyon the Banks of the Canal of Cattaro, three miles from 
the month of -it, and juſt oppoſite to the Levant Sea, \about 800, 
Paces in' Compaſs.

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Earthquakes, are neither very ſtrong , nor yet Terraſ®d, The 
Caſtle of Salimanega which joyns to the Town, and ts built upon a 
Rock, 1s commanded by the Mountain of Santa Veneranda ; from 
whence - you may likewiſe batter the Caſtle of Teſtagick, which 1s 
Terraſs*d, and built partly upon a Rock, partly upon a Mount of 
Earth, and ſerv'd the Turks for © Magazine of Powder. 

The upper Fortreſs that goes by the name of Gornigrade, s 650 
Paces from the City. Northward ; one of the Angles ſtands upon 
Earth, the other three upon a Rock. The whole Fortreſs is not a- 
bove 250 Paces in C:rcuit, and might be eaſily ruin'd by a Battery 
from the Mountain of Sliebi. Jn the Year 1572. the Venetians 
having loſt it before to Ariadene BarbaroſlD, made an Attempt to 
recover this Place, under the Condutt of General Venieri, but they 
met with ſo many Obſtacles, and ſuch conſiderable Oppoſition, that 
they were forc'd to give over the Enterprize, which they never af- 
terwaras ventur'd any more till this preſent Year, under the more 
ſuccesful ConduFt of General Cornaro. 

The onſuing Journal ts a Proſpett of the laſt Summer's Conqueſts 
under the ſuccesful Banners of the moſt Serene Republickof Venice. 
The particulars of which are from day to day ſet down, as it may be 
ſuppos'd, bythe ſtile of the Original, which ts in Italian, by ſome 
great Officers, ' that were Eyemitneſſes of the Succeſs in both Places, 
 andof no ſmall Credit for the truth of the Relation, as being Al- 
lowd and Licensd by Public Authority, 

' , As for the Negropont, which it is thought will be the firſt En- 
terprize of the next C ampaigne, if it be not already taken accord- 
ing to Report, andthe general Expeftations, it was anciently call 'd 
Abantis, afterwards Eubaa, from the name of a Matron of Maſ- 
culine Courage that govern'd it, This Iſland maywell be ſaid tobe 
the Queen of all the Iſlands inthe Archipelago, as being in length. 
130 miles, in breadth 30, and in Circuit 300. It lies ſtretch d 
all along to the North upon the Coaſt of Achaia, from whence it 
#5 divided by a narrow Frith, not above 50 Foot over ; the chief 
City is Chalcis, now Negropont , joyn'd to the Continent by a 
Draw-bridg. In ſo much that ſome Geographers believe, it was for= 
merly 4 part of the Continent it ſelf, and only ſeparated from it by 
ſome Earthquake, to which the Iſland is ſubject ſometimes, It was 
formerly ſubje& to the Venetians, to whom it was aſſign? d by Raba- 
nius Carcerius, who was Duke of it ;, but in the Tear 1470. it 
was ſnbdu'd by Mahomet the II. with a great ſlaughter of the 
Chriſtians. It has avery ſtrong Caſtle with four Towers, and a 
well ſtor'd Arſenal. And 
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And thu: we ſee the haughty Turk run down on every ſide, chas'd 
out of Hungary, expell 4 the Morea, loſing Ground in Dal- 
matia ; aud in a word, the Ottoman Empire,according to all human 
Reaſon, haſt ning to its period. For there us a Spirit of Condutt, Mag- 
nanimity and Gallantry, which ranges about the World, and fixes 
ſomerimes here, ſometimes there, as Deſtiny deſigns to turn the ſcales 
of Succef. And this is the reaſon that decaying Empires Languiſh 


under (loathful and effeminate Princes. A Critical Seaſon which the 


Prudence and Vigilance of Inferior Dominion always lay hold of, to 
wreſt from the feeble hands of Potentates ſubjugated to their pleaſures, 
the wrongful Conqueſts of their Anceſtors. As if the Spirit and Vi: 
gor of their Fore-fathers were departed from them to their Enemies. 
Such a conjuntture as this,now luckily fell out at Venice, which was 
never better ftor"d then now, with Perſonages not only Tlluſtrious for 
the antiquity of their Deſcent, then for their own perſonal Vertues.

- The Chriſtians having thus loſt the beſt of their Officers 
upon the Breach, with two Knights of alta, and one 
wounded, it could not be gueſs*'d, whither ' it were out of 
fear of ſome ſuppos'd Mine, or whither it were by the fall 
of a Banner ſet up by the Makd, not only Baraiter's 
Companies , but -the Gentlemen Auxiliaries began to re- 
treat. 

However, this diſorder did not put the more Cours ge- 
ous into any Conſufion, but having - got the great Tower, 
with two Pieces of Cannon, and three Patarrs, they kept 
Poſſeſſion : the Abruzzeſs having bravely behav'd themſelves, 
in maintaining the Combat , being aſliſted by the Va- 
lour. of $Signor Borz, Serjeant Major of Battalia. 

Signor Giovanni Loredano , Signor Tranquillo Bolani, the 
Marqueſs Orologio, fhew?d very great Courage : and all the 
while his Excellency attended by many Noble Volunteers, 
and other Adventurers, in all the heat of the Combat took 
no reſt, expoſing himſelf to all danger, and running 
from Hill to Hill to give out all fitting Orders , and 
to animate the Aſſailants, both with his Preſence , and his 
Exhortation.

 Alfo Signor Lexio Balb;z, Governor of Cattarg, and Ber- 
nardo Barbaro , being near to the Prazza and the Breach, 
were punQnal at this time of Exigence. 

The 29th of September , a Turk of Tabiach was taken , 
who having been in Caſtle Novo, was making his eſcape to 
his own Country, and reported that there were burnt in the 
great Tower the day before, by the Barrels of Powder fir'd 
by the Bomb many Goods of Value, and about One hundred 
and ſixty Perſons, Men, Women and Children.” 

By and by his Excellency diſcovering the earneſt deſire 
of the Morlacks, and the Levies of the Territories of Se- 
benico, Tran, Spalatro and Chſſa, as alſo thoſe of C artaro, and 
the Montenegrine had to enter the Breach, he gave them their 
Liberty , to which purpoſe he caus'd the five Batteries to 
fire, and play upon the Caſtle, and. the great Tower to- 
ward the Sea, and the City Houſes. for a good while, and 
then let them go on. ” 

They would have enter*d by the great Tower, but that 
being already won, and maintain'd by the paid Militia, it 

' would not be permitted them, ſo that they were neceſlitated 

. to paſs on the other ſide the Breach, where they met with 
, many difficulties in getting down, and were a good while 
before they conld get footing. However, their Courage 

overcame the difficulty, and they got with three Colours 

MAying into the City ; about forty recovering a Houſe, -which 
| they got poſſeſſion of. * The reſt returning back with their 

Booty, making the others believe, that they retreated with- 

' out Walls, as being purſu'd by the Turks, were ſomewhat 
/diforder'd at the fight , tho' without having damage, only 
' Zuranne' Marowich, Governor of the Men of Trau, being 
wounded in- the City , with ſome few of the ſame Na- 
tion 3 whom nevertheleſs, the Sieurs:Falbz, Barbaro and Gi- 
rolamo Bochio , Antonio Bochi , and Count Franciſco ſo pre- 
recover'd to their former Cotrage. 

Theſe things: thus done, the General reſolv'd to ſend 
for ſome Petars- to break open the'Doors of the Houſes , 
where the Enemy had fortifi'd themſelves; and to fill up 
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the Mores and Trenches with Timber and Bavins, and to 
Level, to make the Acceſs to the City more eafie- to the 
Body of the Army,and to fill the town with Soldiers,to which 
purpoſe there was brought together in a ſhort time a vaſt 
quantity of Tools and Materials. Toward Evening the 
Work going buſily forward, his Excellency , perſwaded 
ſome of the Turks, who were in the great Tower toward 
the Sea, to ſurrender, upon Condition that they ſhould be 
ſent away to the reſt of the Albaneſes, and ſo to have the 
Liberty to repair home, to their. ſeveral abodes. Who 
having thus quitted the great Tower in the Night, our 
Men took poſleſſfion of it, and found therein two Pieces of 
Cannon, one Saker, and a Standard : All this while our Men 


made diligent haſt with their Timber and Fagots to finiſh 


their Works, that they might be able to paſs from the 
Tower of the Abruzzeſi, to the Walls, and ſo get into the 
City ; wherein the Signors Antonio Canel, Alviſe de Mula, 
and Count Porro, Colonel . Conductor of the Soldiers in- 
troduc'd ſignaliz'd their induſtry, together with Lieute- 
nant Colonel De Termes. | 

The 3oth being the day dedicated to the glonious St. Gi- 
rolamo, . Native and ProteQtor of Dalmatia, it being the plea- 
ſure of God to reſtore to the Boſom of Chriſtianity , a 
place which formerly , through the Orroman Power, under 
the Magnificent Empire of Solymar, was eſteem'd the Ram- 
part of Turky againſt the Valor of Charles the Fifth ; ſo it 
happen'd , that his Excellency being ſent with a noble 
Fleet, and a courageous Army quite reduc'd it, and ſubdu'd 
it, to augment the glorious Conqueſts of the moſt Serene 
Republic of Yerice. 

Our Men being thus got into the City, made ſome Slaves, 
and ſet at Liberty ſeveral Chriſtians, that had been ſhut up 
by force within the Walls of the City.

Aving fetch'd their Compaſs round about the Aorea, 

after the ſurrender of £ftra at Diſcretion, and the 
Ruin of all: Malvaſis with Bombs, to let thoſe haughty 
Turks underſtand the Power of the Serene Republic, His Ex- 
cellency, the Lord Admiral, having rendezvouz'd his Fleet 
within the Streight of Corinth, -in the Gulph of Egena, had 
an earneſt deſire to put an end to this years Campaigne 
with the Conqueſt of the NVegroport, ſo much by him defir'd ; 
but conſidering,together with the other Superior Command- 
ers and Sea-Captains,who are admitted to Council, not only 
the difficulties of the Seaſon,far advanc'd in the- Year, but the 
numerous Garriſon, of above Five thouſand Foot, which 
guarded that Precin&, and the Oppoſition which the Sera- 
ſquier might make, with the unanimous conſent of the 
whole Council, the Siege of Athens was agreed npon, to 
make way the next Seaſon for the Conqueſt of the Negro- 


Thereupon the Men of War being ſent away to this 
Iſland in a diſtin Squadron, to amuſe the Enemy, and 
draw the Seraſquier thither with his Forces, they. ſteer'd 
directly toward Port Draco the Twentieth in the Evening, 
and the next Morning reach'd the Port. .

caus'd all Hoſtility to ceaſe. Whereupon General Coning/- 
mark gave leave for five Hoſtages to come forth, who being 
ſent to the Lord Admiral and Captain General, the follow- 


ing Capitulations were agreed upon : Which being tranſlated 


into the Turkiſh Idiom, one Copy was Sign'd by the Hoſta- 
ges afore-mentioned, and the other ſent to the Fortreſs for 


pun&tual performance. 
His Excellency was glad of this Advantage ; for tho? the 


-Encloſure were but ſmall, yet it would have coſt a great 


deal of Time, and lo of much Blood, to have Maſter'd it, 
by reaſon of the ſtrength of the Situation. | 
Moreover it was of great conſequence, becauſe- it Com- 


- mands not only a Country of Spacious Extent, but alſo a 
Large and Wealthy City lying under it ; a Place of great, 


Trade for ſeveral ſorts of Merchandize that are brought to 
this Town ; and which - will therefore, in Time of Peace, 
bring great Revenue to the Public Treaſury.

' I. That as an Aft of Gracious Clemency, all the Turks, with 
their Wives and Children, ſhould be permitted to depart and quit 


.the Encloſure within the ſpace of Five Days, begun this preſent 


ay ; with liberty to carry forth as many uſeful Neceſſaries as every 
one can be able to carry 0n his back, Arms only excepted. 

Il. That they ſhall have leave at Noleggio to hire Veſſels at 
their own Charges, to carry them to Smyrna, or where they 


pleaſe. 
Ill. That 
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' IN. That at their departure they ſhall not put any force wpon any 
Perſon that 'is not willing to go along with them, and ſhall leave 
all the Slaves behind them of what condition ſoever. 

IV. That in caſe there ſhall be at preſent found any want of 
Water, or any ſcarcity of Ammunition or Proviſions, that then 
theſe Articles are to be void and of no effeft, and that the Defen- 
dants ſhall run the riſco of being compel[d to ſurrenger at Diſcre- 
ton. 


The Fourth of O&fober, _the Turks quitted the Place, tov 
the number of Three thouſand Souls, of which there were 
about Five hundred Soldiers, and coming to the. Sea-ſide 
with -what-Goods they could carry, were put a-board four 
Foreign Veſſels which they hir'd themſelves. 

8. Ditto. Were found in the Caſtle eighteen great Guns of 
ſeveral ſorts ; and tho? now it be a heap of Ruins, yet in a 
ſhort time it may be made a Place of great Strength. 

And in regard this Important and Glorions Conqueſt

ſider the Importance of the Situation, and the preſent Con- 
dition of that Ancient and moſt Renowned City. 

It is fituated not far from the Sea-Coaſts, in the midſt of 
the Gulph of Engia, in Greece, and the 
Capital City of all Artica. It is now 
call'd by the Greeks Serine. - Anciently 
it had ſeveral Names from the. ſeveral 
"Princes that Reign'd therein , - ſabje& 
more then other to Changes of Govern- 

ment. It has a Cittadel built upen a 
eb to Rock of Free-ſtone, ſurrounded with 
Walls joyn'd together to the Points and. Circuit of the Rock,

which 1s about a Thouſand and two hundredPaces in compaſs. 
Below the Hill are te be ſen diſtinaly' the Foundations of 
another Wall which ſurrounded almolt all the whole City, 
and render'd.it yery difficult of acceſs. There, that is in the 
Cittadel, the Turks, inhabit only, who are upon continual 
Guard againſt the Surprizes of the Corfairs. 

In 
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In this Encloſure ſtood a Temple Dedicated To the unknown 
God: The Inſcription of whoſe Altar is ſtill to be-ſeen ; and 
tho' the workmanſhip be very coſtly for the Marble, yer it 
ſerves for no uſe, either to the Chriſtians or Turks. 

The Second part of this City, which is in the middle of 
the Firſt and Third, is inhabited ſolely by the Chriſtians : 
And the Third, which 1s lower than the two former, con- 
tains a moſt ſtately Palace of Marble; upon the Gate of 
"_ are Ingraven in Greek Characters, certain Words that 

ignifie, 
: Behold Athens ! formerly the Seat of Theſeus. 

There is alſo to be ſeen in Athens another Structure, the 
moſt Beautiful that can be imagin'd, called the Pantheon ; 
upon the outſide of which are engraved the Atchievments of 
the Greeks. | 

Among other Miracles of this Sumptuous Building, at the 
larger Gate are to be ſeen two Horſes cut to the Life; the 
Workmanſtip of Prapiteles. _ 

The Areopago, ſo mach frequented in former Ages, is now 
reduced to a Monaſtic Solitude. Nor is there any thing of 
the Famous Academy remaining, but only a Greek Iuſcription 
which wiſhes Travellers a good Journey. 

It is thought that the Encloſure of Athens far exceeds that 
of Prague, the Capital City of Bohemia. 

There are an Infinite number of other Antiquities to be 
ſeen; among which the Arſenal of Zycurgas, after the Doric 
Order, where their Arms were ſtored ; the Lanthorn of De- 
moſthenes; the Tower of the Winds, of an OQaginal Figure, 
of which Andronicus Cireſtes gave the Model; and the Tem- 
ple of Theſes. 

Formerly Learning and Learned Men flouriſhed in high re- 
putation in this City : Nevertheleſs She ſuffered her Viciſſi- 
tudes, when in the 39th. Olympian, Draco inſtituted thoſe 
Bloody and Cruel Laws, which were afterwards abrogated 
and aboliſhed by Solox, the Fourth wiſe man of Greece, all but 
thoſe againſt Robbers. He puniſhed Lazineſs with equal 
pnniſhment to death.  Xerxes Four Hundred and Fifty Years 
before the coming of CHRIS T having broke through the 
Streights of Mount Olta, now called Bocca di Lupo, or the 
Wolf*'s Mouth, burnt this City, tho' empty of Inhabitants, 
who at the ſame time were aboard Two Hundred Veſſels at 
Sea. | = > From 
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From the Reparation of the Walls of this City, the Civil 
Wars had their Original ; which after Greece was free'd from 
their Fears by.the means of Leonidas and Spartan, divided all 
Greece into two Parties ; while the Lacedemonians pretended 
That there ought to be no place without the Peloporneſus, or 
Morea,” where the Barbarous Nations might harbour and for- 


. tify themſelves. 


Laſtly, In the Year Four Hundred and Four ( before the 
birth of CHRIST) after a Fierce and Bloody War of Se- 
ven and Twenty Years ſtanding, the Athenians being over- 
thrown near to egos Putamos, they becanie ſubeject to the 
Spartans. Th | 

The Schools of Athens were the moſt Famous in the 


_ World; and while the. City flouriſhed, bred the moſt Fa- 


mous Perſons, beyond the Schools of any other City or Na- 
tion. | | 
To Plato Succeeded Spensſippms 3 to him Zenocrates; to him 
Zenephon, ſo Famous in War: Then came Polemo, Crates, 
Crantor, Archeſilaus, who erefed the Academy; whoſe Learn- 
ing was in the midſt between the Ariſtotelics and Platonics. 
Epicurus, Zeno the Founder of the Stoics ; Demoſthenes the 
Tully of Greece. Ariſtotle founded the Set of the Peripatetics, 
and his Succeſſors were Theophraftus, Strato, Lycus, Chryſo- 
laus, Lacides the Cyrenzan, and Diogenes, who raiſed-the 
Fame of the Sojcs to their higheſt Splendor. non a" 
The Dukedom of Athens formerly reckon®d under their 
Juriſdiction One Hundred Seventy Four Villages or Towns; 
ſome of which wereequal to many Cities. Now the greateſt 
number lies in the Plain of Meſogia, which are not a few. 
The Air is ſharpand clear, and conſequently very whole- 
fom ; the Land is watered with moſt limpid Fountains, ſo 
that the. Meadows produce all manner of Herbs, as well for 
Phyſic as for Sallads, which grew there as in a moſt Fruitful 
Garden : It abounds with Groves of Olive Trees, that yield 
a moſt perfet Oyl in. great quantity, and ſerve for the uſe 
of the Grand Signior*s. Palace at Conſtantinople. | 
Of all hex Mountains the chiefeſt is called Zymerrus, which 
being mighty pleaſant and rich in Flowers, produces a moſt 
delicious/fort.of Honey in great-quantity,: and excells all the 
Mountains of Greece, and perhaps of any other Country. 
In the ſeries of ſeveral Ages, it has been under the Domi- 
| nion 
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nion of ſeveral Princes. Syl/a, after a long Siege made him- 
ſelf Maſter of it, and reduced it under the power of the 2. 
mans. | 


Bajazet triumph'd over it, when it was in ſubje&ion to 


Ariftomewus the Epicurean Philoſopher. After that, Renizer 
Acciajali was Lord of it, from whom the Venetians won 
it; but afterwards recovered by the ſame Acciajoli, who poſ- 
ſelled at the ſame time Arrica and Beortia. In the Year One 
Thouſand Four Hundred Fifty five, Dlahome II. beſieged it, 
and fack*'d it for-want of Relief : Since which time till now, 
_it remained all along in the Power of the Ottoman Emperors. 
The News of the great Victory was brought upon the 
the Tenth of Auguſt by a Feluque, which before ſhe came 
within ken, they knew not what the ſight might mean ; 
but when they ſaw the Ottoman Colours and Standards -ex- 
poſed to view, the People crouded to the Sea-ſide with ſhouts 
of Victory, and immediately the News ſpreading with the 
ſwiftneſs of the Wind, preſently a humming noiſe of Joy ran 
through all the Streets, while the People gathered in cluſters 
gave ear to the Speaker, who undertook to give a relation 
of the Victory, before he knew it himſelf. By and by the 
loud Acclamations of Long hve St. Mark, filled all the neigh» 
bouring Skie, while the Bells with their brazen Throats pro- 
clain”d the joyful tidings to places more remote; and the 
Veſlels in, Harbour diſcharging their great Guns, with their 
gladſom terror diffus'd a pleaſing Satisfaction into the hearts 
of the Faithful. | 
The ſame night the Moſt Serene Republick ordered Bon- 
fires to be made upon the Piazza, accompany 'd with ſeveral 
Volleys and Peals of ſmall and great Shot for two Evenings 
together; at both which times was to be ſeen the Great 
Steeple, reſembling the Caſtle of Babylon, with her Head and 
Shoulders ſtuck with Lights, reſembling an Immenſe Atlas, 
| bearing upon his bunchy Back another Heaven, adorned with 
Stars propitious to the deſires of the People. © 
In the Ducal Church was Sung Te Dewum, accompany*'d with 


Muſic ſo charming, that it was a difficult thing to judge, whe- 


ther Paradiſe did not congratulate us for the advantages of ſo 
great a Victory.
